Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

• Page 4, line 3, change "Although the torsion member has no limitation 
about its" to read, "The torsion member has no limitation regarding its". 

• Page 4, line 5, change "main shaft, examples" to read, "main shaft. 
Examples". 

• Page 5, lines 14 and 15, change "composed of a generally-used known 
spring material" to read, "composed of a known (and generally-used) 
material". 

• Page 8. line 25, change "extends out" to read, "extending out". 

• Page 9, line 19, change "points a direction" to read, "points to a direction". 

• Page 10, line 2, change "to be fastened, a socket" to read, "to be fastened; 
a socket". 

• Page 10, line 5, change "inserted thereinto" to read, "inserted therein". 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
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the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Larson et al. '610 in view of Lucy '060. 

Larson et al. discloses a wrench comprising: a main shaft having a working 
portion provided at the top portion thereof, a torsion member having an elastic restoring 
force against torsion about the axis of the main shaft, and torque display means for 
displaying a torque produced in accordance with the degree of twist of the torsion 
member with respect to the reference point of the same, wherein the main shaft is 
dividable into two divided bodies in the axial direction thereof, and the two divided 
bodies are connected to each other, having the torsion member interposed 
therebetween, so as to be turnable relative to each other about the axis of the main 
shaft; and a turn-regulating means for regulating a relative turning angle between the 
two divided bodies. Larson does not specifically disclose at least one operating angle 
disposed so as to intersect with the middle of the main shaft. Lucy discloses a torque 
wrench having at least one operating handle disposed so as to intersect with the middle 
of the main shaft so as provide for additional torquing capability. It would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art t the time the invention was made to have 
installed an operating handle on the apparatus of Larson et al. as taught by Lucy so as 
to provide for additional torquing capability.
